ill*. Glarstose's essay oia "Kin Be- 
yond Sea," in the September-October 
number of ths Korth. Arnerican Review 
has on, thftj^Thole been favorably crit- 
icised, although evidence exists tliat in 
certaia,quarter.'3 at home ami abroad 
the soundness is questioned of the <,'rcat 
statesman's forecast of the future for 
the "land cf his sifes."r-<'In ^treating of 
America's proapebtive "commercial pre- 
eminence, ^n'^hidi in his vie\7 seems as- 
suredjrlkrn Gladstone writes: — "Wo 
Imve no more title against her than 
Venice, or Genoa or lloUaud ha-s had 
against us." If Great Britain "for her 
sins" has hereafter to take a "back 
seat" with the communities named, it 
will be because her mammon-worsliip- 
pers, titled and untitled, prodoininating 
more than at present, enervating with 
plethora of wealth, and running riot in 
luxury and corruption, shall have bo- 
come unfaithful to their high trusts, 
while her laboring classes shall have 
grown poorer and inore discontented, if 
—thanks to emigration — they .sliould 
not be more numerous. Under sucli ii 
dire concatenation of evils the fate of 
the ancient lloraan might be tliat of 
the modern British Empire. But good 
and truly great Mr. Gi:.adstone, prr- 
haps with some slight remaining taint 
of "Manchester school " political ideas 
as to colonies and commerce, and per- 
haps from other causes, inclines, wc are 
sure, too nmcli, to pessimi-st views as to 
the future of the great, free and jiro- 
gressivo people on whoso far-reaching 
domain the sun ucvrr sets, whoso up- 
ward and onwiud career, Kcldoin long 
cliecked, reaches back to early in thft 
Christian era, a peojile who always 
keen to detect, and, through a free 
press, to' proclaim their own shortcom- 
ings are how eager in searching for tlio 
"bettei: way " in every direction. Most 
of this is ecpially true of their Engli.'ih- 
spcaking olYshoot in America ; and 
every true-hearted Bi-iton must hearti- 
ly concur in all that. Mr. Gladstone 
allirnis as to the astonishing progress of 
tho United States since 1776. In view 
ofTreceut resumjjtion of specie pay- 
ments, of the present bold eflbrt of 
President Hayes for Civil Service Ee- 
forms — vainly promised by ex-Presidont 
Grant — and considering the enviable 
goaheaditivene.ss of the people gener- 
ally, who can doubt but that the future 
of -the Union is assured) How gloomy 
apjiearkl theprospects of Britain, when, 
last century, witli France, Spain and 
Holland against her, she came to terms 
with her reljellious lirst-born. Not- 
withstanding the seeming evil, what 
widespread good has been educed from 
the' setting up for itself of a now An- 
glo-Saxon nation, untrammelled with 
old world encumbrances, useful in their 
day, but latterly becoming obsolete. 
Largely has Britain gained at home by 
that great disruption. Abroad, about 
the time of its occurrence, she was ac- 
quiring dominion over many millions 
of Asiatics, whom slio has since been 
ruling with ever increasing regard to 
the eternal law of right. In tho East, 
her sons have developed military and 
administrative ability, on memorable 
occasions of vital value to tho Mother 
Country, and India is still a great 
school for able and enterpiising 
men of the older British race. Space 
would fail to tell of Britain's material 
and moral progi'ess in the present cen- 
tury- -of her many reforms, and of her 
marvellous increase in national wealth, 
After the peace of 1815, amongst her 
first great reforms was the abolition in 
tho West Indies, wherever her flag 
floated, of that sum of all villannies — 
human cliattelhood; and, in this re- 
spect, did not her oldest dauglitcr, 
threo lustres ago, to her present and 
permanent gain, although at terrible 
temporary sacrifice, imitate the bright 
maternal exampU;. Our and fi- 

nal instance, worthy of all honor and 
imitation as it is, will be tlie course 
adopted witliin the last ten yoars by 
the United States and 
Kingdom of settling 
misunderstandings by 
What a grand , ., day will it 
be for the conscripted mil- 
lions of Continental Euro]io when 
their rulers find themselves, by 
force of public ojiinion, compelled to do 
likcwis(\ If wo are rightly informed, 
Mr. Glahstonio, some three or four 
years ago, in general terms publicly as- 
sented to tlie views on British unifica- 
tion on more than one occasion pre- 
viously promulgated by his former col- 
league in the Cabinet, Mr. W. E. 
Forster. Why, then, did not the 
niiich respected ox-Premier, in his fore- 
cast of tho future, compare the United 
States, = not merely with tlie British 
Isles, but with the greater Britain, 
comprehending and to comprehend 
within its sea-sevcrcd bound.s, Briti<;h 
North America, South Africa, and far 
extending, wealthy Australasia, not to 
mention- the vast plains and mountains 
of "Hindostan, and the many minor de- 
pendences of the Empire. Tho gi-eat 
motherland, presiding over the.se coun- 
tries, with justice, reasonable generosi- 
ty) and a wise, far-seeing regard to self- 
interest, may weld together an endur- 
ing comiflonwealth or empire such as 
thef-worid "has not yet seen. As to 
■ "commercial pre-cminenco" it may bo 
doubted' -whether it will ever again 
rest so much with any one particular 
nation as it has in the past. It is as 
plain as the uoon-day sun that the 
great aim of civilized countries in tho 
present time, is to develop, and, to the 
utmost to multiply home industries, 
arfd"*? home 'markets. ; During their 
great civil war, when tft-o millions of 
■men were withdrawn from peaceful pur- 
suits, and when, 'on a vast scale, the 
products of industry were destroyed, 
ingenious Americans to a great extent 
increased the application;qf;^maohineiy^ 
to productive indiistry, ana^ the effects

since. Introduction of machim-ry 
means disi)lacement of human labor, 
but in the hot strife of in- 
ternational commercial competition 
no people can afford to neglect 
any available means of cheaj) 
production.

Since 18G5, if not later, forty thousand 
miles of n«w railway have been- con- 
structed in tho United States. In now 
countries the acquiring of homesteads 
and the cultivation of the soil aro the 
llrst thing thought of by inunigraut.s. 
Manufacturing naturally follows later. 
It is an old and true .saying that "Trade 
follows the flag." England's trade 
with her colonies is steadily on the 
increase, and will gi-catly enlarge with 
tho growth of their populations, if. In- 
judicious arraugement, really foreign 
competition i.s neutralised throughout 
the empire.

To-(l,ay tln' rate])ayers,\vill lie allbrdeil 
an oi)portunity of electing Council- 
lors who will be a credit to 
tlie city, and -who will fulfil their du- 
ties fearlessly and with integrity. Un- 
less wo are greatly deceived tlio p-.-oplc 
are tliorouglily ilisgusted with the man- 
ner in which civic aflain; have licen 
conducted during tho past year; 
they are tired of being ignored and in 
suited, and huve had their fill of a com- 
bination whose actions in many in- 
stances iiave bcon of a questionable na- 
ture. If this be the case, not one o 
tho members of that eoinbination ;;liouM 
be ftftbrded a chance of re-enacting his 
part. All should bo summarily rele- 
gated to that obscurity whence they 
should never iiavo been ])ermitteil to 
emerge. Perhaps at no time lia.s tlie 
City Council been brought into such 
contempt by the action of Councillors 
as in 1878. To have called that body 
a board of representatives would have 
been simply preposterous. Time, tlirea 
membsrs and the Mayor did their ut- 
most to carry out tlio well-known 
wishes of their constituents; but their 
eflbrts wcro thwarted in every instance 
by a majority wlio per.sistantly ujipo.scd 
all equitable measures merely liecaiis-j 
they emanated from an honest minor- 
ity. This oonbination was manifest at 
the first meeting of the late Council, 
and has been relentlessly sustained lo 
tho very end of the civic year, when it 
culminated by an actual rcfus.-d on the 
j)art of the majority to tender tho cus- 
tomary vote of thanks to tho retiring 
Mayor. Tlie address was drafted by 
tho minority — a fact which was 
eagerly seized by tho majority 
as an excuse for withholding 
their signatures. The ratc])ayeri(, 
doubtless, have a keen recollection of 
the scones enacted in the Council 
Chambers during 1878. It is impossi- 
ble that they can have forgotten the 
manner in whicli the Pound hy-hiw 
was dealt with, and it is highly ini 
probable that tboy have lost sight of 
so recent a transaction as the award- 
ing of a contract for a patent stune 
sidewalk in mid-wintor— a time of the 
year when no individual projjerty own- 
er would have thought of undertaking 
work of that nature, unles.s, forsooth, 
h* had too much money and almost au 
entire lack of brain.s. Adjacent, how- 
ever, to the City Hall sidewalk they 
have left us further evidence of thoir 
capacity for Kpending tho peoi)lo's mon- 
ey w'thout receiving an c(|uivali'nt 
thcreior, in those shambles which art; 
facetiously designated a "I'lililii- .M.-ii-- 
ket." For all tho use (hey are to tho 
city they niiglit as well be on the top 
of Beacon Hill — indeed, they might 
possibly be utilized there. The quar- 
tette, however, having pledged them- 
selves to build a Public Market as part 
and parcel of the C'ity Hall, hondwink- 
ed those electors who made the markft 
a sine qua mm by these suhtei-fngc;:. 
In matters of finance their policy ha.s 
been to first incur liabilities and then 
ask the oleotora to sanction tiieir ac- 
tion, instead of consulting the wishes of 
the people before running the city into 
debt. In many other in.slancc.s (-i\ ii- 
afi'airs have Vicen conducted un a ba;;is 
diametrically opjiosod to that whicli 
characterizes healthy and equitable 
legislative action. Citizens therefore 
have a plain duty before them to-day. 
The whole matter is in their own hands 
and the ratei)aycrs will only have 
them.'5elvca to blamo if nion worse tlian 
incompetent aro placed in jiower. 
Au elector must not bo .satisfied merely 
with recording his own vote, but must 
put forth strenuous ofTorts to .secure 
the attendance at the polls of all rate- 
payers who h.avc the welfare of the city 
at heart. The friends of those Coun- ! 
cillors seeking re-election will leave no \ 
stone unturned to accomplish their ' 
ends, but their efforts may be frustrat 
ed by unanimity of action on the i)art 
of those who arc alive to tho ab.solute 
necessity of n change in the Civic Gov- 
ernment. Let to-day be tho com- 
mencement of an era of Municipal 
Reform.

THE mWiOSPAL election. 
ITominatioiL of Oandidatcs. 

Thu ;ittciul.a!icc at tlu' iiomiiKitinn o! 
candidiitua fur the ^liiyoralty iiiul Coiui- 
cD, wliich was Iiekl at the City Hall yes- 
terday ax noon, was numcruus, nlthough 
of thdso present only a niinurity wore 
ratepayers. 

At the appointed liour Mr. Jciso, re- 
turning officor, asked tho nitupayurs to 
nominate tlicir candidates for Mayor und 
Oouncillora. 

Ei-Mayor FiulayHon thereupon nomi- 
nated Mr. J. 11. Turner for Mayor, com- 
plimenting that gentleman on his inde- 
pendent course of actimi during tlic prist 
municipal term, lie hoped the (.'uuncil- 
lors to bo elected to-day would act more 
in harmony with tho Mayor than did 
those whose respoiiHihilities had cea.sed 
on tho 11th inst., when tho inunieipal 
year terminated by a refusal on the part 
of the majority of Councillors to accord to 
the Mayor a simple vote of thanks. This 
would have been jjroper and in order, 
had tho Mayor even been found guilty of 
any self aceking or dishonest act, or liad 
he in any way disgraced himself. No 
charco of any kind having been brought 
against him, he was unwilling to believe 
that tho majority of the intelligent rato- 
payors of Victoria would have withheld 
from him thi.s conuuon act of eivilily as 
had been done by a majority of their re- 
presentatives in the City Council. It wan 
much to bo regretted that the Mayor 
had not a vote with the rest of tho Coun- 
cil on all matters coining before them, as 
ii tho case in the E.istorn Provinces. Hb 
hoped some of the City nieiulinrs woiild 
endeavor to have tho IMuiiicipal Act 
amended in this respect; also, so ;ia to yive 
the Mayor tho power of noniin.atiiig tlie 
different committees for city iniprove- 
monts. Ho trusted the ratepayers would 
olect Mr. Tm-ncr by acclamation, for ho 
felt sure that gentleman would prove 
himself well M ortliy of their conlidcucc.

Mr. J. H. Turner, Mayor elect, was 
then called on, and having thanked the 
ratepayers for the honor they had con- 
ferred on him, said he would endeavor 
to merit their confidence. There were 
many things, ho said, which would of 
coarse come up before the inco;ning Coun- 
cil which would bo of great import to the 
city. The first of these he considered 
"drainage." No one could deny but that 
this was a subject wliich all'ected old and 
young alike and ho therefore trusted that 
some action would be taken to improve 
tho present sy.stein of drainage. Another 
thing will be a proper survey of tho city, 
as at present the streets in. many instances 
are some feet out and it is inipossiblo for 
th'8'«<yto give tho correct lines of lots 
anloas a regular survey bo made. Tiie 
»idewiftUc«, ho cousidered, should bo under 



the control i")f 1 !io Council just tho same 
as tho streets are and then they would 
have good sidewalks. Tho Water Works, 
he considered, were in a better financial 
condition than heretofore, as they now 
pay running expenses, itc. , but they 
should bo made more lucrative still. This 
he considered could bo done by laying 
the water on to every house in tho citj. 
He con.iidered some reform was necfssary 
in the Council. Tho number of members 
was too snuill to enable them to form good 
committers. For instance, there was too 
much work for three as a Street Com- 
mittee, and so on with others. Ho then 
concluded by referring to the late iNIayor, 
v.'ho he considered liail acted most honor- 
ably and con.'icicntiously throughout, and 
he hoped the voters would give him three 
cheers. 

Three hearty checi's were then given 
for Mr. Finlayson. 

E. U. ^larviii, who v.-as no.xi called on, 
spoke of tho lieauties of tho now City 
Hall. As for drainage ho did not think 
the city v.-as in a sutlicicutly adv.auced 
state to allbrd it. ITe would, however, 
move for proper paved gutters on the 
streets, so as to have a good surface drain- 
ago. Referring to thu water works ho 
said that if tho v.-atcr sliould this summer 
turn out as bad a.s last, that tho pipes 
would have to be carried out to Elk Lake. 
This would of course represent some ex- 
pense. 

Mr. Cf. J[ansell ne-x.t addressed the 
electors, proniiuiiig to do his best for 
them if elected. Ho said ho belonged to 
no ring ,ind would take care to kecj) out 
oPany. Ue had Ijoen aslied about tho 
cow pound bj'-law niul in answer ho 
would say that he thought it would be 
bcit to take a fresh voto on it, as there 
appeared to be some doubt as to the eor- 
rectnesa of tho last one taken. Tn an- 
swer to ^Ir. Shakespeare ho said ho would 
certainly favor the insertion of a cl,4U.-,o 
to prevent Cliinesu working on Municipal 
contracts. 

Captain \\'alker .naid if olecteil he 
would do his duty by the city at large, 
and woidd endeavor to give a good voto 

on all questions. 

M. Uumbur said if elected he would dn 
what was right for the city. He had no 
more favor for Cliinoso than anyone oI.tc. 
Ho had been tho last contractor to hire 
them and was compelled to do so becauas 
of the high wages wanted by white men. 
Ho w.as willing to give a white man .^'2. 00 j 
a day, but ho must earn it or go. | 

Mr. A. Rome made a few remarks in i 
which he promi«cd to perform his duties j 
to the best of his ability, and said tli^t he 
was opposed to Chinese working on Ci^r- 
poration contracts. I 

J. W. Williams said he had served tho j 
city well for four years. He had not i 
wanted to put the ratepayers' money in 
the bank but had eijiendcd it on the 
streets and City Hall. Thi.s year ho 
would go in for an electric liglit on the 
City Hall, public schools and Driird 
House. 

0. \V. R. Thompson assured tho oloct- 
ors that if they elected him he would give 
them no cause to regret it. 

,J. Kinsman sai{l if elected he woidd en- 
deavor to do his duty by the ratejiayors 
in all matters. Ho had heard that he 
v.duld be a.'<ke<l several questions about 
the items in the Sldihhiril concerning the 
Beaver Lake dam. Ue was willing to an- 
swer any that might bo put. (No ques- 
tions were asked). 

A McLaan said he appeared as an inde- 
pendent candidate, but would guanl tho 
interests of , lames Bay w iird irithout fear 
or favor.

OREGON.

Intelligence lias 
been received hero to-night that strange 
Indians are coming to the Reservation 
from the direction of tho river, travel- 
ing in groupes of ten or twenty in tlio 
night time. Reputable parties report 
that Indians threaten to burn Pendle- 
ton tills -week. Tiiough serious trouble 
is not iintieipated, the pcojile are pre- 
paring for the wor.<it. Major Jackson's 
two companies of cavalry are now en 
route here. Stato militia and home 
guards, numbering three hundred, will 
be under arms. The town will be well 
gu.Trdcd against any surprise. The con- 
deinned Iiuliaiis spend their time in 
singing tleatli chants and [)repariiig for 
death. The gallows has been erected 
in tlio jail yard. The execution will 
not be public. 

A heavy, cold rain-storm is prevail- 
ing. The rivers will soon be cleared of 
ice. 

The steamer Oregon is still at As- 
toria. She will leave for Portland to- 
morrow morning, and, if jioasible, reach 
hero. 

Tlio following dispatch lias been re- 
ceived from Kalnma, W.T.: "Tliomas 
Sjiain, under indictment here for giv- 
ing liquor to Indiana, and also for an 
assault with a deadly weapon, made a 
desperate attempt to escape from Oflicer 
Cole, last night, and was shot and ro- 
captured. Tho wound is considered 
fatal."
